Another Valhalla 
Oldtimer Claimed 
By Grim Reaper 


VALHALLA CENTRE, Sept. 17. 
Mathias Olson, who moved to the Val- 
halla district with his family in the 
spring of 1916, passed away at the 
family home near Valhalla Centre on 
Wednesday afternoon, September 5, 
The late Mr. Olson was in good health 
till about a year ago, when he suf- 
fered a paralytic stroke, since which 
time he has gradually failed, although 
he had been up and around until about 
“a month before he died. 


Mathias Olson was born at Holme- 


strand, Norway, January 4, 1856, and) 


went to the United States at the age 
of 10 years, going first to Filmore 
County, Minnesota. Later, as a young 
man, he moved to Ada, Minn., where 
he was engaged in farming and also 
earried on an implement business in 
Ada until he moved to Valhalla, where 
he took up a homestead, where the 
family home has been since. At Ada, 
he was married to Else Storslee on 
October 10, 1884, and the couple could 
have celebrated their golden wedding 
next October, To them was born nine 
children, of which seven are. still 
living. 

Those left to mourn the loss of a 
loving and kind husband and father 
are the widow, Mrs. Else Olson; one 
daughter, Mabel (now Mrs. Lioyd 
Tofteland); and six boys—Martin and 
Walter, whd® are both married and 
live in Valhalla; Joseph and Roy, who 
are making their home with their 
mother; Phillip, who is at Ada, Minn., 
and Marckus, who is married and 
lives at Hillsboro, N.D. One girl and 
one boy pre-deceased their father— 
Genieveve, who died in Minnesota, 
and Oliver, who died at Valhalla in 
1918, : 

Funeral services for the late Mr. 
Olson were held at the Valhaila 
Lutheran Church on the afternoon of 
September 7, with the Rev, O. O. 
Haugen, pastor of the church, offi- 
ciating, assisted by the Rev. Evangelist 
H. N. Ronning, who was the first 
pastor of the deceased at Valhalla, A 
duet was sung by Mr, and Mrs, Hans 
Kosberg in Norwegian, also a duet by 
Mrs. I. M, Loberg and Mrs, P. G. 
Loberg in English. 


Many and beautiful were the floral 
tributes that covered and banked the 
coffin as it rested on the bier in the 
church, the floral tributes, together 
with the large number of people in 
attendance, testified to the esteem and 
respect in which the late Mr. Olson 
was held by his neighbors in the Val- 
halla and surrounding districts, both 


as friend and as a Christian. Mr. | 
Olson was a man of deep and definite | 


Christian convictions and took a keen 
interest in church and Christian work 
during the 18% years he lived in Val- 
halla, and few, if any, could say with 
greater sincerity than he, “I know on 
whom I believe, and I know that my 
Redeemer liveth.” 

Pall-bearers were the four sons 
present at the funeral, namely Martin, 
Walter, Joseph and Roy, together with 
the son-in-law, Lloyd Tofteland, and

“Extreme drought in parte of east- 
ern central Alberta has caused prac 
tically @ total erop failure, particularly 
in potatoes and vegetables, From a 
survey conducted by the Department 
of Axriculture, it is estimated that at 
least Oifty carloads of this produce 
will be required. In view of the fact 
that many districts witi have @ large 
surplus of garden produce and pota- 
toes, « public appeal is hereby made 


to local organizations to make dona- 
tions, for distribution in the afflleted 
areas, 

“Buch donations should be made in 
carload lots (40,000 pounds minimum), 
preferably one-half potatoes and the 
balance mixed vegetables, SAipments 
can be made in bulk until freeze-up. 
The Department of Agriculture will 
direct such shipments and the rail 
ways are cooperating by absorbing the 
freight chargers If possible all de 
liverles should be made hefore Octo 
ber 15."
